What’s Under the Hide—A “19-1” Story 


Under the above caption the As- 
sociation office has issued a little 
amphlet in which will be found an 
official listing of the winners of the 
Grand Champion Carcass awards at 
the Chicago International since the 
year 1900. The year and the name 
of the breed represented by the win- 
ner as well as the owner of the car- 
-eass shown are listed in table form, 
making a very beautiful table for Aberdeen-Angus breeders to 
look at. In the year 1900 the coveted prize was captured by Mr. 
M. F. Bunker with a grade Shorthorn. The next nineteen shows 
have been won by Aberdeen-Angus carcasses, five of the nineteen 
being grade Aberdeen-Angus. Six times the Iowa State College 
has been the lucky owner; twice Michigan Agricultural College se- 
cured the honors, while the University of Nebraska won twice; the 
Ohio State University once and the University of Nebraska once, 
the remaining numbers having been won by individuals, headed 
by Mr. C. L. Taggart who has carried the honor twice. 
Nineteen straight “all Black” shows looks like a record that 
will never be equalled by any

Championship car lot has gone to 
the Doddies eight times since 1906, 
besides securing twice during this 
time the Reserve Championship load 
as well.

Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, who 
are planning to show at the great Inter- 
national at Chicago this year, are asked to 
take notice of the classifications as arrang- 
ed at a special meeting last week and are 
now sent out by Secretary-Manager Heide. 

A classification was adopted for the beef 
breeds which will increase the bull classes, 
the purpose of which was to stimulate senti- 
ment that would serve to develop and im- 
prove the quality of pure bred bulls. The 
classification, as it now stands, reads as 
follows: 

Three bulls, owned by exhibitor. 

Two bulls, bred and owned by exhibitor. 

Bull, 3 years old or over. 

Bull, 2 years old and under 3. 

Senior yearling bull. 

Junior yearling bull. 

Senior bull calf. 

Junior bull calf. 

Senior champion bull. 

Junior champion bull. 

Grand champion bull. 


Cow, 3 years old or over, with own calf 
by side, calved after January 1, 1922. 

Cow, 3 years old or over. 

Heifer, 2 years old and under 3. 

Senior yearling heifer. 

Junior yearling heifer. 

Senior heifer calf. 

Senior champion female. 

Junior champion female. 

Grand champion female. 

Graded herd—bull over 2 years, cow any 
age, 2-year-old heifer, 1-year-old heifer, sen- 
ior heifer calf. 

Yearling herd—bull 1 year old and under 
2, 2 yearling heifers, heifers bred by exhibi- 
tor. 

Calf herd—1 bull and 2 senior heifers, all 
bred by exhibitor. 

Four animals, any age, either sex, get of 
one sire. 

Aside from the changes indicated above, 
the classification in the cattle department 
will be the same as last year. 

The directors also requested that the fol- 
lowing information, which is to become ef- 
fective at the 1923 Exposition, be given 
out at the earliest possible moment: 

“One class will be provided for Junior 
yearling bulls calved between January Ist 
and April 30th and another for animals 
calved between May ist and September 1st 
of the year preceding the show. 

“Eliminate the 3-year-old dry cow class. 

“That only cows conforming with pro- 
vision to have own calf by side calved since 
January 1st of the year of the show can be 
exhibited in the aged herd class.”

of as good land as can be found ir 
this end of the State. A breeding 
herd of from 300 to 400 grade Aber- 
deen-Angus cows are maintained 
and a registered herd of about 100 
head. The latter furnish an ample 
supply of high grade bulls for our 
own use as well as some for sale. 
The herd bulls are purchased as 
needed from the best breeders to be 
found. The steers are always sold 
as two-year-olds and some idea of their quality may be had when 
I mention that they rarely weigh less than 1000 pounds off the grass 
and as a rule are fat enough for the packers. 

“While our pastures are all under fence these cattle are handled 
much the same as cattle on open range. They are wintered without 
any shelter what-so-ever, except the natural growth of timber to 
be found along the streams and are fed nothing but hay during the 
most severe weather of the winter. The cows produce fine lusty 
calves and many of them give 
plenty of milk for two. In 


in Illinois and I suppose that 
trait was transmitted to me. 
That was in 1912 and I have 
been in this part of the West 
since except for the months 
spent in the U. S. Army. 
While the farmer or rancher 
is now being considered in an 
entirely different light, at 
that time it was considered 
rank folly for a man with 
much education to waste his 
time farming or raising stock. 
I have never had occasion to 
regret either my choice of vo- 
cations or the time spent in 
obtaining a college degree.” 

With this introduction read- 
ers of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal will more fully appre- 
ciate the story concerning 
Greenwood Ranch which is lo- 
cated near Bridgeport, the 
county seat of Morrill county.

.. “Greenwood Ranch is located in Western Nebraska about 100 
miles East of the Wyoming line. It is not in the sand hill section 
but on the south side of the North Platte river. It has been stocked 
with Aberdeen-Angus cattle for many years and they have increas- 
ed the ranch from a few homesteads to approximately 10,000 acres

IS THERE ROOM FOR MORE PURE BREDS, 
OR, IS THE FIELD CROWDED NOW? 


Complaint has been heard from various sources during the past 
year to the effect that the pure bred business is becoming over. 
crowded. To us this complaint has not appealed in a very serious 
manner for we have been aware of the fact for a great many years 
that but a very slight percentage of the live stock of the country 
is pure bred. There has just been released from the South Dakota 
state college at Brookings a bulletin containing the report of a sur- 
vey recently completed by George S. Hansen, county agent for Pot- 
ter county, in which we find this bit of information bearing upon 
the pure bred situation: “There are about 500 farms in the county. 
Out of 194 farms reporting cattle, four have all pure breds, ninety- 
three have no pure breds, and ninety-seven have some of each, mak- 
ing about two-thirds of the farms using at least a pure bred sire.” 
Looks very much like there would be room for several more crops of 
pure bred cattle. It would be quite a nice business if the four pure 
bred herds in Potter county could supply the other 190 farms with 
pure bred bulls. This condition only expresses more concretely the 
importance of developing the home trade by growing cattle of such 
quality as to create a desire on the part of neighbors to handle the 
same kind of cattle.

Harvey Hess Does a Bit of Talking. 


Someone has clipped the following item 
from a Des Moines, Iowa, newspaper and 
forwarded to this office, and as the paper 
is not mentioned we are unable to give prop- 
er credit. The item is entitled—‘We want 
—— not speculators” and reads as fol- 
ows: 

During the past 3 or 4 years several live 
stock clubs have been organized and financ- 
ed on the basis that required the sale of 
stock at the end of six months or a year in 
order that the boy or girl might pay the 
loans. At a recent Iowa institute, Mr. H. 
J. Hess, an Angus breeder of Waterloo, 
Iowa, sounded a timely note of warning. He 
made the point that the boy or girl who bor- 
rows money to buy a calf or other stock 
should be able to keep that stock until its 
producing period, and they should have a 
chance to pay their loans with the proceeds 
instead of having to sell the calves or other 
stock in order to liquidate the loans. 


The boy or breeder who buys stock and 
has to sell it within six months or a year 
becomes a speculator rather than a breeder. 
The boy who secures stock on this basis and 
has to sell his stock to pay the loan and if 
he doesn’t happen to make any money in the 
transaction, feels blue and discouraged. The 
boy who makes some money of course has it 
but is out of the livestock business unless he 
buys more stock and gets back into the game. 


The Leader wishes to emphasize the point 
made by Mr. Hess and let us see to it that 
club work is financed on a basis that will al- 
low the members to retain their stock and 
liquidate their loans with the proceeds.

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State Marketing of Pure Breds. 


The Missouri State Marketing Bureau an- 
nounces that it will cooperate with recogniz- 
ed record associations in the finding of a 
market for Missouri pure bred live stock. 

The plan of activity is left much to the 
record association but it must be approved 
by the State Marketing Commissioner and 
work must be conducted under t he super- 
vision of the Marketing Bureau. Not more 
than $1500.00 per year is available for each 
breed—and all] or any portion of this amount 
will be expended only when the cooperating 
association expends three times the amount 
paid by the state. 

Only those associations recognized by the 
Association of Record Associations will be 
permitted to cooperate in this work. 

The proposed plan makes possible a state 
service never before available to pure bred 
interests, though the producers of market 
animals have been given marketing assist- 
ance from various sources for some time. 
The activities which probably will prove 
most attractive at the beginning will be 
those of public auctions of pure bred live 
stock, especially of sires of the various 
breeds. Considerable inquiry concerning this 
work has already developed as a result of a

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Sunflower Silage Gives Good Results. 
(Washington Experiment Station Completes Feeding 


Test with 23 Steers.) 

In the Pacific Northwest, the depressed 
corn market has not influenced the prices of 
grain feeds materially. Any corn shipped in 
from the middlewest sections forced upward 
by heavy freight charges has not relieved 
the tension in the cattle feeding industry. 
Futhermore, the scarcity of hogs in this wes- 
tern section reflected by a cent and a half 
greater margin over middlewest quotations. 
has shifted the marketing of the poorer 
grades of grain by way of the hog route, 
with which the cattle man could not compete. 

An indiscriminating market in many in- 
stances has favored the cattle fattened on 
roughage rations. The feeding of roughages 
to live stock is the logical accompaniment of 
bumper forage crops produced in the spec- 
ialized alfalfa sections of this region. 

During the period of shortage of grain, 
many different forage crops were tested by 
the cattle and sheep feeders and by the var- 
ious experiment stations. In the entire 
group of succulent roughages sunflowers for 
silage were made formidable by their high 
yield, short growing season and by their tol- 
erance to cool nights of high altitude sec- 
tions. 

At the Washington Experiment Station, 
Pullman, a good quality of corn silage is 
produced in normal years. However, the 
yield per acre is only about one-half that of 
sunflowers, corn producing an average of 6 
tons per acre. With corn silage as the basal 
roughage, feeding experiments with sun- 
— silage have become of general inter- 
est. 

At first ten ton silos were used. From the 
analyses of the two silages, and from feed- 
ing and digestion tests with lambs, the sun- 
flower silage appeared to have a feeding 
value of about 75 per cent of that of good 
silage. However, last season 200 tons of this 
silage were grown to test its value for the 
production of beef. 

During the 75 day period between Decem- 
ber 2, 1921 and February 14, 1922, two fairly 


uniform lots of grade cattle were fed with-

one lot of 13 steers received a ration of cot- 
tonseed meal, alfalfa hay and corn silage.

Both lots had access to salt and water 
throughout the feeding test.

duce it cheaper than the Experiment Station. 

No difference in condition of the two lots 
taken collectively could be detected at the 
close of the test. The tops in both lots (18 
head total) were sold at $7.25 per cwt. at 
Spokane, Washington. The others (7 head) 
were sold for $6.50 per cwt. Including 
freight charges, the figures show that there 
is a margin of profit in such cattle feeding 
operations at the present feed prices. 

The feed requirement per 100 lbs. body 
gain is of especial interest since it may be 
made the basis of figuring costs in subse- 
quent feeding operations, where similar feeds 
and cattle are involved. The sunflower si- 
lage lot consumed a greater proportion of si- 
lage, but owing to the greater moisture con- 
tent of this feed, on a dry matter basis this 
difference is minimized. The favorable re- 
sults with sunflower silage were made pos- 
sible to a large extent by early frosts in this 
section in the fall of 1921. This condition 
forced the corn into the silo before the de- 
sired maturity was reached, and in conse- 
quence the corn silage was below the aver- 
age in feeding value.

Mr. Lutes recently wrote a short letter 
telling of the activities in Logan county, 
Colorado, Merino, being his post office. He 
savs: “TI have sold all the bulls I have to 
spare, mostly to farmers, but placed one in 
Nebraska, viz a Blackbird, South Platte 
Adonis 335743 with Mr. Baumgartner of the 
Greenwood ranch at Bridgeport. Also a 
Queen Mother, South Platte Elton 335744 
with Mr. Joe Gardner, of Otis, Colorado, who 
has a small herd of registered cows. 

“Our Logan County Calf Club is coming 
alone fine with about twenty-eight boys 
feeding Aberdeen-Angus steer calves for the 
September fair.” This is a good report and 
reflects the relentless efforts being put 
forth by Dr. Lutes in the best interests of 
the breed. 


Greene County (Ohio) Organizes. 

Here is another case where the county 
agent said it could not be done. However 
when a real Doddie man got at the job it 
has been done, and in a big way at that. Mr. 
F. B. Turnbull, of Cedar Dell Stock Farm, 
Ceaarville, Ohio, writes: “I have organized 
a real boys and girls calf club in Greene 
county with thirty boys and girls actively en- 
gaged. We have twelve Aberdeen-Angus, 
ten Shorthorns and eight Herefords. This is 
the first club of the kind ever put on in 
Greene county and our county agent made 
the statement that such a club could not be 
orranized in this county. We have named 
this the Greene County Boys and Girls Steer 
Calf Club. The way the boys and girls are 
showing an interest in their work encourages 
us into hoping that we can get them starte 
next year with heifer calves. The county 
fair board has appropriated $100.00 and we 
have donations to the amount.of $50.00 which 
together with the three breed associations 
donations will make a good prize list. 

“The Cedar Dell Angus are doing fine. We 
have at present eighty-five head. The de- 
mand has been good the last four months. 
Among our sales this spring was a lot of 
twelve head of heifers and a bull calf to Mr. 
S. H. Funderburg, of New Carlisle; and six 
head of heifers to Jameson & Son, of Ada 
Ohio. The demand for good stock is much 
better in Ohio than it has been for the last 
two years and it seems to me that now is 
the time for the beginner to buy.”

Value of Pure Bred Against Scrub Sire. 
Pure bred animals have been bred to make 

them highly useful for a specific purpose. 

Pure bred beef cattle have been developed 

for centuries for the purpose of producing 

beef and certain strains of some of the beef 
breeds produce a good flow of milk as well. 

A pure bred beef bull is straighter at top 

and bottom line, deeper and broader of body, 

shorter of leg and carries a much deeper 
covering of flesh than does the scrub bull. 

The characteristics of a pure bred bull are 

fixed and he is able to transmit these chare- 

teristics to his offspring. The offspring 
from the pure bred beef bull will mature 
earlier than will a steer sired by a scrub. 

Steers sired by a scrub bull are usually 

coarse of bone, long of leg, shallow and nar- 

row of body, and late maturing. While such 

a steer may arrive at a heavy weight when 

matured he still lacks quality on account of 

his coarseness and will not sell for as high 
price per hundred weight as will a steer 
sired by a pure bred bull. The market now 
demands a small steer. To put a young 
small steer in good condition requires good 
breeding. The scrub steer when well fed 

will continue to grow and not fatten. A 

pure bred beef sire will easily pay for him- 

self in one year if he gets as many as 40 

calves. A steer from a pure bred bull will 

be classed two grades higher than one from 

a scrub bull and as there is a difference of

about fifty cents per hundred weight be- 
tween each grade it can be seen that when 
a high grade steer reaches a thousand 
pounds he is worth $10.00 more than a scrub 
steer. On this basis 40 grade steers would 
be worth $400 more than 40 scrubs and this 
price would very much more than pay the 
price of a good pure bred beef bull. When 
once a man begins to improve his live stock 
by grading up with a pure bred sire he is 
so satisfied with the results that he often 
buys a few pure bred females and thus he 
gradually builds up to a pure bred herd of 
useful animals. Valuable statistics from the 
Bureau of Animal Industry show that pure 
bred live stock has about 40 per cent greater 
earning power than scrub stock.—Prof. E. S. 
Good, Head of Department of Animal Hus- 
bandry, Kentucky Experiment Station.; in 
Bourbon Stock Journal.
